A T the time of the foundation of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects there existed in Lincoln's Inn 
_ Fields the Architectural Society, the primary objects 
of which were the advancement and diffusion of 
architectural knowledge, and its ultimate intent to form 
a British School, with Library, Museum, Professorships, 
and periodical exhibitions, the want of which was then 
beginning to be greatlv felt bv students. Instituted in 
1931, th<> Architectural Society had for its governing body 
in 1831-35 Trillium Barnard Clarke as President, Thomas 
Henry Wyatt as one of the Vice*President?, George Mair 
as Hon. Secretary, with Benjamin Ferrer among the 
ordinary members. In 1831 it became evident to a few 
architects of established reputation that the profession re¬ 
quired a more influential representative institution than 
that which already existed. Ignoring the existence of the 
Architectural Society, an Address was circulated among the 
profession pointing out that though few of the arts and 
sciences were left without a Body associated for their pro* 
motion and cultivation. Architecture, us an art embracing 
the whole circle of the sciences, was in this country desti¬ 
tute of such an establishment. 

The first meeting of the founders* was held at the 
Thatched Mouse Tavern, St- James's Street, on the 2nd 
July 1831, when the Address setting forth the aims and 
objects of the proposed Institute was adopted. En¬ 
deavour was made to secure as members architects of

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prominent position and unimpeachable character, edncated 
for and following their profession as an art, and free from 
those conflicting relations with trade which frequently 
existed in the early part of the century and prevented that 
implicit confidence on the part of the public which should 
enable n client to regard bis architect not only as his agent, 
bnt as his friend and adviser. A second meeting, for tbs 
enrolment of members, was held on the 6th August 1834; 
and the Council, elected by ballot on the 3rd December follow¬ 
ing, and consisting of Messrs. Robinson, Kay, and Gwitt as 
Vice-Presidents, Messrs. Donaldson and Goldie utt as Hon. 
Secretaries, and Messrs. Barry (afterwards Sir Charles), 
Bascvi, Decimus Burton, Fowler, Philip Hardwick, Kendall, 
,7. B. Pap worth, and Rhodes, mot for the first time on the 
IGth December at the Thatched House Tavern. A few weeks 
afterwards the Karl de Grey was elected President. The 
junction of the Architectural Society with the Institute was 
effected in 18-12. 


The Opening General Meeting of the new Institute was 
held on Monday 15th June 1835, with the President, Eurl 
de Grey, in the ebair. His Address, together with on 
Address afterwords delivered by Professor Donaldson, will 
be found among the Transactions of the Institute. At this 
meeting Sir John Sonne, Professor of Architecture at the 
Royal Academy, expressed by letter his sympathy with the 
newly established body, and gave a donation of i?50 for 
such purposes as might appear most conducive to its 
advantage. 

The Royal Charu-r was granted by King William IV. on 
the 11th January 1887. On the 8th August of the same 
year. Quean Victoria became Patron, and was subsequently 
associated with the Prince Consort, who at all times mani¬ 
fested his concern for the well-being of the Institute, on 
one occasion, in Ik 12 taking the chair both at the Council 
and the General Meeting. 

A further and lasting mark of the lloyal favour was shown 
in 1818 by the foundation of the Royal Gold Medal, since 
annually conferred by the Sovereign on some distinguished 
architect, or man of science or letters,on the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Institute. 


On the 18th May 1806 the Institute, by Royal command, 
was enrolled among the Royal Societies of the United Kmc-

Males had been joint Patron since 1863, on his Accession in 
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January 1001 graciously intimated Im pleasure Ui coatiWe 
liih patronage and also the presentation of the Annual 
Gold Medal for Architecture instituted by Queen Victoria. 

In 1887* in order to bring the powers of the Institute 
more into line with the work it aspired to accomplish, and 
to rentier the fact of membership to a certain extent 
a test of proficiency, the Supplemental Charter of the 
50th Victoria* conferring among other privileges power to 
hold examinations and issue certificates or diplomas* was 
granted, the document receiving the Royal Sign Manual on 
the 28th March 1887. 

THE COUNCIL DINNER CLUB. 

The Council Dinner Club was founded during the presidency 
of the. late Mr. Charles Barry (18711-79 J, to give Members of 
Council an opportunity of dining together in the Interval between 
the c!o*u of a Council meeting and the opening of a General 
Meeting of the Institute. It consists of all members of the Council 
for the time being* past Presidents, past Vice-Pres [dents, and sack 
other past Members of Council as the Clnb desires to elect.

Meeting; or if a poll be demanded, then by votes to be 
taken as herein provided. 

The demand of a poll at a General Meeting shall not 
prevent the continuance of the Meeting for the transaction 
of business other than that on which such poll has been 
demanded. 

In all cases, except as otherwise provided, the volin* 
shall ho by show of hands; and a Resolution of the Rcyd 
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Institute so voted siiall 1 m declared to be curried if sup¬ 
ported by a majority of those present having a right to 
vote and voting thereon. 


X. GENERAL CONFERENCES, 


63. The Council shall make arrangements for Conferences, 
for the considoration of subjects of Interest to the profes¬ 
sion of Architecture, to be held sometimes in Loudon and 
sometimes in the provinces. 


XL THE ROYAL GOLD MEDAL.* 


64, Li the ease of the Royal Gold Medal the Council

ikprosontative5 of various educational institutions were - 
also invited to act as advisory tnenokira of the Board.

The Board is empowered to draw up a scheme of architectural 
education* and to negotiate with recognised institutions of archi¬ 
tectural training throughout the country with a view to the 
general adoption of the scheme. 

The following is the scheme of education as prepared by the 
Board and approved by the Council of the ILl.B.A*:— 

In regard to preliminary education it is recommended that 
satisfactory evidence of general education, and of some capacity 
in drawing, should be prod need by intending students. 

In regard to the duration of the course: It is recommended 
that the total course should occupy at least four years—two years 1 
preliminary work in the tfchool^ followed by two years in an 
architect's office, either as pupil* improver,.or assistant; that the 
training in the schools should continue during the term in an 
architect's oOke. and that the student's training should, be kept 
under supervision by tire Board or its delegates during the 
whole term \ that certificates Ik granted to students at the end 
of the course in consideration of their satisfactory progress Lind 
capacity, as proved by their work in the schools attested by their 
teachera, and by a study embodying some architectural project, 
to include working drawings and 'specifications, und also an 
analytical account of the nature und intention of tho archfo 
teclural project. This study should foe analogous to thq thesis 
submitted for degrees in certain university courses. The com¬ 
plete study to be submitted Lo the Board of Architectural Educa- 
tlon or to delegates appointed by the Board. 

It In further suggested that the certificate should bo endorsed 
by the architect in whose office the student has served his time. 
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In regard to the syllabus of training It is recommended that 
this, so lar os possible, bo uniform for the various schools, bo 
governed by the principle that construction is tho basis ol 
arehitectero, and its correlative principle that architecture is tha 
interpretation of construction into forms ol esthetic valnc* The 
student should therefore be trained primarily in construction— 
that is, in tbe composition of form and the ns* of materials best 
adapted to meet a given problem without regard to distinctive 
styles. The problems should, in the first instance, be elementary, 
hflCCT ii i n g - wore intricate as the student advances, and should be 
handled from the standpoint of the constructor, the object being 
to familiarise the student with the actual facts of luuiding, and 
to train bhu to nse his brains in dealing with building. As 
supplementary to this, and in order to furnish the student with 
materials on which his mind can work by analogy, he should 
also be introduced to forms of proved efficiency—that is, to 
examples of architectural form which illustrate the solution of 
building problems in the past in any form of architecture, 
classical, medieval, or other. The genesis of these forms in 
constructional and social conditions should bo explained to him, 
and he should be taught to understand that legitimate archi¬ 
tectural form is the result of the application of the intelligence 
to actual and specific problems. The teaching of design and 
the history of architecture should be undertaken in the pre¬ 
liminary course from this point of view, rather than from the 
point of view of archicology. x , . . . 

As the object of training is to educate the student s thinking 
faculties, it will bo necessary to teach him so much of the theo¬ 
retical basis of construction as will enable him to work out con¬ 
structional problems. Rudimentary mathematics ami applied 
science should therefore bo included, but it is recommended that 
the course in these subjects be limited to tha minimum indispen¬ 


sable for practical purposes. , ,, . 

Drawing, as the vehicle of architectural expression, should bo 
deah with in the preliminary course, to include geometrical, 
freehand, perspective, and graphic methods of workmg out 
problems- It is recommended that the aim of the drawing 
taught in the architectural school should be to enable the 
Student to put his ideas on paper freely and accurately, hut with¬ 
out regard to technically accomplished draughtsmanship. 

Generally the object of the course should be to familiarise the 
student with the tools and materials of his catling, to conoentrato 
his attention not so much upon paper work as on the actual facto 
of the problems which he will have to encounter m practice. 
The student should, however, be taught that it is the architect a 
province to see that his construction is not only scientifically 
sound, but also feat helically beautiful. He should therefore be 
trained in the selection of form, and m the study of mass ami 
proportion. His attention should early be directed to tho study 

of abstract form aa fulfilling definite functions. 

The following subjects are recommended as all that aro 
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necessary for the course of training in the schools (Bm detailed 
Ryllflbu-H below);— 

1- The nature and property of building materials, 

IL ConatmctioUj, inducting (a) applied mechanics and mathe¬ 
matics in so far nj they are necfissajfyto the .solution 
nf problems of construction ; (b) the practical method a 
of tile building trader,. 

riL Architectural drawing m defined above. 

IV. The study of architectural forma that have been evolved 
in the architecture of the past out of conatmotloiml 
necessities, and exercises in the design of construction 
to meet definite problems. 

Y- The study of the history of architecture in bo far as ft 
illustrates and explains the evolution of architecture 
through construction al material and social conditions. 

D. Training in the workshop or laboratory is considered to 
be es^cntLiL It is recommended that this'should be riimib 
tuneous with the course in the schools, and should take the 
shape of demon miration in the actual materials so far os pos¬ 
sible, and t wlietn the dimensions render this impmeticabb, of 
demonstration in model materials to scale. Tho establishment 
of a central laboratory or practical school is also recommended 
far the purpose of experimental work in methods of building. 
Training in the Workshop should be supplemented by visits To 
bn ]ldi.ng> 3 n conise of construction under competent gnidan ce. 


TEE SYLLABUS. 

In preparing the syllabus the Board has not attempted to 
draw up a minutely detailed curriculum. It lias confined itself 
to a statement of the broad linos of the scheme. 

The proposed ayllotms would be earned tbronrii m an intro- 
foetory amm of two years, followed by a course of mnro 
advanced etndie. developing tbo tines laid down in the intro- 
dnetary coon*. The introductory course would deal with 
elementary instruction m the following subjects t— 

I* Btiilding materials, the nature (rod properties of paod 
ime and cement ; the cocnpodtfon of mortar and concrete and 
their application; the qualities of brick, atone, tile slate" 
timber, illustrated by specimens; their right use in 
tion as limited by tfadr Retire propertS “ °* n3tmc ’ 

II. Construction, simple foundation?, the behaviour of vari™. 
kinds of soils under pre-snro, and the s»fo [.n.i. , T? noaB 

SSiSTAASSC 
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and fireplaces (illustrated by models); arches* the operation of 
thrust in arches and methods of counteracting it, buttresses and 
counterweight* varieties of simple masonry, composite construc¬ 
tion of brick and stone* plain carpentry, floors* partitions, roofs 
and their coverings* simple joinery, plastering, plumbing, point¬ 
ing and glazing. 

Applied mechanics, strictly in practical relation to construc¬ 
tion ; f.g. the concentration of loads on points of support, the 
effect an beams of concentrated and distributed loads* the 
triangle and polygon of forces, with simple exercises in graphic 
statics, 

IIL Architectural drawing, the preparation of working draw¬ 
ings* solid geometry, with special reference to ihe setting out 
of masonry* the properties of the cone, the cylinder, prism* 
sphere* their sections, projections* and interpenetration, Geo¬ 
metrical projection and rudimentary perspective. The latter 
study should bo undertaken as an aid to the shaping and 
modelling of buildings* not as a means of elaborating architec¬ 
tural drawings- The student should from the first he en¬ 
couraged to supplement his studies by rough freehand sketches 
in the nature of marginal notes* in order that he may realise 
jfor himself the actual shape and form of hi a constructional 
details, and be trained in imagination to see all round a 
building. 

Students should also be taught to measure and draw standard 
examples of architecture. Some training should be given in 
freehand drawing* hut too much time should not be devoted 
to this, 

IY* The teaching of design should deal with the solution of 
easy constructional problems in specified materials* proceeding 
to more advanced but simple exercises, such* for instance, as 
the various methods of covering a given space for a given pur¬ 
pose, In such exercises the student should be taught to aim 
at the best practical use of material and at abstract Forms with- 
ant attempting the introduction of ornament Direct copy of 
known examples and deliberate attempts to reproduce specific 
phases of historical styles should be discourageiL 

V. The teaching of the history of architecture should be sup¬ 
plemental to and elucidatory of the study of construction. The 
student should be familiarise*] with historical examples of the 
methods o! architecture in order that his mind may have some¬ 
thing to work upon and some clue to follow. The introductory 
course should therefore include lectures showing the growth of 
architect are through constructional and actual necessities, the 
use of the lintel* the column* the arch, the dome and vaulting* 
the modifications due to conditions of place and materials, the 
rise and development of historical schools of building* together 
with studies of individual bgildings considered as example* of 
actual methods of dealing with difficulties of construction. In 
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lectnt® on tiie history of architecture the attention of tlie 
student should be directed to tht? historical development of plan 
and construction in the successive periods of architecture, rather 
than to accidents of style* which at this stage need not bo con- 
riiiered f except in f;ir as they express or illustrate points of 
construction* Short written studies to he corrected by the teacher 
are recommended as a means of train]Dg the student in clear 
thought and logical expression. 

The .study of materials, construction* and applied mechanics 
should from die first proceed simultaneously in the schools and 
in the laboratory or workshop, where practical demonstrations 
would be given of the subjects studied in the schools, and the 
student would be famil Lamed with the materials of construction 
and the various processes of the building trades. 

EiJich architectural school should be provided with specimen 
materials and models of details of construction and of building 
These arc regarded as milEspensable to the proper equipment 
of architectural training schools. 

Thu advanced course would follow on the cm op let ion of tfco 
two years' Introductory course, and would be taken during the 
term of training in an architects oflico. The studies ^ostld bo 
in continuation of those under taken in the introductory coarse* 
but the ifhiden^B attention should now be drawn to more complex 
problem- of construct run and design# The following subjects are 
recommended for the advanced course ;_ 


K The further study oi material^ including iron and steel, 
their praperUcs and application, strength, weight, and preserva¬ 
tion. Ibo Further study of construction to include foundations 
in had ground, retaining wailg, Inverted arches* subsoil drainage, 
drams and sew era, brickwork and masonry of all kinds, skew- 
archer stone stairs* and their sotting out* vaults and domes. 
Sim resisting conetnictioo# shoring and underpinning, and 
methods of dealing with dangerous structures, centering, Mnorete 
corL<trti£tion f including concrete domes and vaulting; methods of 
forming built-up girders and stanchions in steel and iron * trussed 
Hted and iron construction, methods of constructing wooden 
spires dome^ cupola and lanterns, advance joiner. ofttai^S*

and the spacing and disposition of buildings and parks of build¬ 
ings, rather than to the elaboration of details of ornament. 

Ill\—More advanced studies in ihe history of architecture* 
It is recommendcd that these should deal with such Subjects ns 
the development of specific schools of buildings the analysis of 
various uses of materials and methods of construction as 
exemplified in historical buildiogs, the critical study of proportion 
and euDipositiocL The student should be trained in the prepara¬ 
tion of short written studies as recommended above. 

IV*.—Architectural drawing of a more advanced kind. Where 
facilities exist for drawing from the antique and the life it is 
recommended that the student should avail himself of the 
instruction given under fully competent teachers, fiuch studies 
should not interfere with the Lime allotted to the subjects already 
enumerated. 


Y“,— It is reccunmeuded that students should receive such 
training in modelling as will enable them to block out the general 
maaSt outline, and proportion of buildings and to indicate to 
workmen the general character and weight of ornamentation 
without going into elaborate finish in detail* 

Such subjects as professional practice and building legislation 
are move eonvcnienily studied in an architects office, and the 
course given in the schools should be limited to a thorough 
training in the groundwork of architecture. 


In putting forward the above syllabus the Board desires to point 
oat that its object is to by i% sound foundation on which the 
student can continue his training In later years. The Board 
cannot coniemplute the complete equipment of an architect as 
possible in a four years* course. Its object is to start tlio student 
<m those lines of study which will best enable him later to 
attain Lo proficiency In the art and practice of architecture.

EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES IN BIRMINGHAM. 

XuAn&i School of Art.—An Architectural Cnnriculmn, 
approval by the Museum and School of Art Commutes and 
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by the Birmlagbuni Association, h in operation as below. 
The course extends over four years* the yearly session being 
divided into two terms of about live months each. For

6rf. per term for other 
students, Morning, afternoon, and evening classes are held 
nn five days a week. Class lectures arc delivered throughout 
the session on geometrical drawing, perspective, practical 
plane and solid geometry (Stages 1 and ii), building con¬ 
struction and drawing iStages 1, 2, and 3, and honours), 
architecture, architectural history, architectural design 
(elementary and advanced stages), history of art, and 
anatomy. The school lias a good library, and a large col¬ 
lection of casts and other examples. There is a special 
room for drawing from living animals and birds. Valuable 
prizes are offered for architectural work. Secretary :

Birmingham Municipal Technical School (Suffolk Street, 
Birmingham) (Principal; \V. T>, Pnmpner, E*p, B.Se.).— 
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Evening lectures are delivered at the Technical School in 
all stages of building construction and allied engineering 
subjects, such as practical geometry, applied mechanics, 
graphic statics, practical mathematics, materials of 
engineering, and structural design, plane and solid 
geometry (Stages 1, 2, and 8), and also on building con¬ 
struction (Stages 1, *2, and 3). The Stage 1 course in 
building construction includes brickwork, masonry, girders, 
iointa in carpentry, floors, partitions, roof trusses, joinery, 
plumbing, slating; and the Stage % and Stage 3 Courses, 
more difficult and complex examples of the same, and, in 
addition, such subjects as the prevention of damp in walls, 
brick drains and sewers, chimneys, larger roof trusses in 
wood or iron, riveted joints, stairs in wood or stone, fire¬ 
proof floors, shoring, scaffolding, and foundations- A 
special section of the work consists of the practical study 
of builders' quantities. Fees : Stage I Course, 2*. &i. for 
one night per week; Stage 2 and Stage 3 Course, 10s. respec¬ 
tively for two nights' work per week. A class in masonry 
is also held, the course including draw ing to scale, and prac¬ 
tical instruction * setting out and cutting the moulds, and 
preparing the various parts of mason's work. Fee for the 
course, 5*.

EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES IN BRISTOL, 

University College, Bristol.—A special court® for youths 
intending to become architects is offered at the College, the 
object being to provide ft preparatory training in the interval 
between leaving school and entering the office. The classes 
are held every day in the week from 9 a.m. to 4,13 p.tn. 
except Saturday, when workshop instruction is given from 
10 a.m. to 1 p.m. The course is complete in three terms, 
and comprises instruction in mathematics, chemistry, 
physics, building construction, mechanics, geometrical draw- 
in f ', surveying, and technical work. This scheme of instruc¬ 
tion bus the support of the Bristol Society, and students 
who pass satisfactorily are received us pupils upon more 
favourable terms than those without such preparatory train¬ 
ing. Students from ft distance arc accommodated in suit¬ 
able rooms in Clifton or the neighbourhood. 

Merchant Venturers’ Technical College, Bristol.—The Archi¬ 
tects, Surveyors, and Building Trades' Department of 
this College' provides special courses of day lectures for 
first and second year students on building construc¬ 
tion and drawing; architectural drawing and designing; 
freehand, model, and perspective drawing; graphic calcu¬ 
lation* and graphic s La tics, practical piano and solid geo¬ 
metry, mathematics and mechanics, architectural ornament, 
surveying, Ac, In addition to these courses there are 
special classes which have l>een arranged with the coun¬ 
tenance and support of the Bristol Society, and intended 
mainly for architects’ pupils, in the subjects required for the 
Intermediate Examination K.LB.A- Home of the memhers 
of the Bristol Society have signified their willingness to 
accept as pupils students who have been trained at the 
College on more favourable terms titan those who bare not 
received a training such as the College afiords. During the 
summer term there is ft Course in Surveying- The com¬ 
position fee for the B-LB-A. course, inclusive of the Survey¬ 
ing Claes, is £7 Tr. for the Session. Evening classes In the 
same subjects arc held,ns well ns in Builders’ Quantities. The 
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lecturer on Architecture is Mr. R. Harold Smith [.4.], who 
also conducts the evening classes in Builders' Quantities. 
The College possesses a reference library containing many 
hooks on Architecture, and n drawing office, and has 
recently opened extensive workshops and laboratories; 
these in dude large shops for carpentry and joinery, 
plumbers’ work, painting and decorating, brickwork and 
masonry,—College Registrar ; Mr. J, W. Jubb.

EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES IN EDINBURGH. 

University of Edinburgh.—The Fine Art course of one 
hundred lectures (Professor Baldwin Broun, M.A. 
qualifying for the M.A. degree, is designed, the syllabus 
states, (1) To bring before students, by critical descriptions 
and illustrations, the chief ancient and modem works of 
Architecture, Sculpture, Painting, and the Decorative or 
Industrial Arts; (2) To show how these works are con¬ 
nected in origin and use with the national and social life of 
successive epochs, anti, conversely, how artistic monuments 
illustrate Classical and Biblical literature, and bear on 
historical investigation in general; (3) To explain as far 
os practicable the technicalities of the various Arts, and to 
open Up those aspects of Art which present themselves 
naturally to the artist, but are sometimes overlooked! by 
the literary student. On the historical side the charac¬ 
teristics o! different styles and schools of Art are broadly

indicated:, but, as these can be at tidied in boots, they are not 
dwelt upon at length. On the artistic side particular stress 
is laid on the explanation of different materials and 
technical processes, as upon these largely depend the 
particular forma in which beauty is realised in the variuus 
works of human bands, Thera are lectures daily at 3 p.m. 
Museums, Ac., arc visited from time to time on Saturdays. 
Students have the us*; of class library, reading-room, and 
collections of examples. Thera is also an additional 
(Honours) course of fifty lectures on the subject of Classi¬ 
cal Arahreclogy and Art. The Science classes at the Uni¬ 
versity include :i course of Surveying, Levelling, Setting 
out an<l Calculation <>f Quantities, instruction being given 
by lectures, practical work in the field, and plotting work 
in the drawing-office. There a two years' course in 
Engineering 1 Ira wing, recommended to students proposing 
to become architects or surveyors ; and courses of led ores 
on Sanitary Engineering and Building Construction. 

Heiiet-Watt College, Edinburgh. — The College has 
evening classes in Architecture and Building Construction 
(Lecturer, Mr. James Jerdan, architect).

The College has also classes in Masonry and Brickwork, 
Quantity Surveying, Strength of Materials, Sanitary Science, 
Municipal Engineering, uni! Mechanics of Structures, and 
is provided with well-equipped mechanical and engineering 
laboratories, anil iron and wood workshops. 

Edinburgh School of Art, Royal Lmtitnticni.—The completa 

curriculum of the Architectural Section of this School of 
Art extends oyer live years, and the basis of the teaching 
is an education in common in the study of Classic 
Renaissance and Medieval Arts, Colour, Decoration, 
Modelling, Figure Drawing, Perspective and Sinography, 
and their application. With a view to enabling students 
to pass the examinations of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, a course of about twenty lectures on Archi¬ 
tecture will bo delivered in the school during the winter 
months. Money awards are made to students who merit 
encouragement, tire money to be spent in visiting and 
making studies of work in Scotland illustrating the Art 
the student follows.

The Royal Institute of the Architects of Ireland was 
founded in 1839* The objects of the Institute are—(1) The 
general advancement of Architecture ; (2) The maintenance 
of the interests, status, and uniformity of practice of the 
profession; and (3) The maintenance of communication 
and friendly relations with other bodies associated for 
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similar purposes. The Institute consists of four classes of 
members—viz. Fellows and Ordinary Members, and 
Honorary Fellows and Honorary and Corresponding 
Members. Fellows mast be architects of good repute, being 
Members of the Royal Institute of the Architects of Ireland, 
and engaged in the practice of architecture for at least seven 
years; they must be elected to the rank of Fellows by 
general vote of the Members on the recommendation of the 
Council. Members must be architects of good repute who 
have attained the age of twenty*threo years, and (a) who 
have been engaged for at least seven years in practice as 
principals; or {b) seven years in the study of Architecture 
with a view to practice, including apprenticeship of notices 
than three years to a Member of the Institute, or of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, or of the Societies 
allied to it; or (c) who shall have passed the Associate 
Examination of the R.I.B.A. for the time being; Honorary 
Members; and Honorary Corresponding Members—persons 
eminent for their works or scientific acquirements, not l>eing 
British architects.

In addition to the above courses the University of Leeds 
gives instruction In mathematics, mechanics, civil engi¬ 
neering, sanitary law, drainage and engineering problems, 
and the Leeds Institute in drawing, painting, designing, 
modelling, and curving. The Society arranges visits of 
inspection to old and new buildings periodically during the 
summer months, and a course of evening lectures is given 
during the winter session. 

The Society's library, comprising 581 volumes, i* located 
at the reference department of the Leeds Central Public 
Library, and members of the Society can obtain the loan of 
books on production of certificate of membership*

University of Leeds.—Students desirous of qualifying 
for the Associateship E.LB.A. may have a special course 
arranged by consultation with the Art Lecturer and the 
Professor of Engineering at the University, such course to 
include facilities for executing Uie Testimonies of Study, 
and preparing for the required examinations in both the 
Art and Science Sections of the programme. Day instruc¬ 
tion is given in freehand drawing, sketching from natural 
objects, general art study, and design for the decorative 
arts ; also in mathematics, mechanics, and civil engineer¬ 
ing, with lectures on materials and building construction. 
There is a course of evening lectures on geology applied to 
sanitary and civil engineering. 

The Leeds Institute of Science, Ait, and Literature.—The 
Architecture classes are dimed on in the special class-room 
provided for the purpose in the new School of Art. The 
work of the School is now controlled by the Education 
Committee of the City Council. Instruction in freehand 
drawing, geometry, perspective, modelling, and decorative 
design in all its branches is provided under th& ordinary 
School of Art staff, who also super intend the day classes 
for architectural students held on Wednesday and 
Friday afternoons. The classes in architecture, which 
are held with the approval and support of the Leeds and 
Yorkshire Architectural Society, and conducted by Air. F. 
Musto havei been framed with the definite object of 
preparing students for the Preliminary, Intermediate, and 
Final Examinations of the E.I.ll.A. Classes are held for 
the professional subjects of the Final Examination; but 
the curriculum is mainly drawn up to cover in a two 
years’ course the work required for the Intermediate 
Examination of the Institute. Greek and Homan Archi¬ 
tecture, with the Renaissance in Italy, is taken on Tuesday 
evenings, and in alternate years Medirevd English Archi¬ 
tecture, with the Renaissance in England, thus covering 
the whole ground thoroughly in a two Years' course 
This claws, with that m Architectural Design, is intended 
also to meet the requirement s of candidates for Hie R I B \ 
Final Examination. At the class in Architectural i)esL| 
the subjects set are done rapidly on Thursday evening 
and comp eted a t home more at leisure, king afterwards 
critic .Kid by visitors nominated by the Leeds and York¬ 
shire Society. \isits to buildings of note in the district 
and sketching are included in the course. Classes in Build- 
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mg Construction and Quantity Surveying are also held with 
the approval and support of the Leeds and Yorkshire 
Society, The building construction classes are under 
the direction of Mr, James Neill* F.S.L, and lectures in 
all stages are given on Monday* Wednesday, and Friday 
evenings in general building construction, and also in steel 
and concrete construct ton, covering all the construction 
subjects of the Intermediate and Final Examinations* A 
class in quantities ami specifications is conducted by Mr. 
Joseph Priestley on Wednesdays. Fees; Building Con¬ 
struction* 5s. jser session ; Architecture, 21#. per session ; 
Details and Ornament* 45#*; {Quantity Surveying*?#. Gth 
per session. 

City of Bradford School of Art: Special Classes for 
Architecture. - The day class is a combined one, and is 
carried on in conjunction with the Engineering Department 
of the Technical College. The subjects indude frecluvnd 
drawing, light and shade, sketching, measurement drawing, 
drawing of architectural details* architectural design ; and 
surveying* building construction, materials p sanitation, 
chemistry, mathematics., mechanics. The course is a three - 
years* one* and the fee Is L15 per annum. The evening 
classes consist of lectures on architectural design, dealing 
with subjects in a practical manner by means of demon¬ 
strations where the various points of style and construction 
are&xpiain&L The work done by the students is criticised 
by leading local architects. Lectures on historical archi¬ 
tecture are given once a week throughout the session. 
Special attention is given to the preparation of students 
for tlio BXBJL Eliminations, including preparation of 
the “ testimonies of study SP required for admission to these 
exaunnutloii-s There are also classes for building con¬ 
struction, chemistry, and mechanics. The architectural 
demonstrations and lectures are given by Mr. F, Musto[.f.] 
and Mr. il_ E. Priestley It Is Intended, now that the mw 
School of Art is completed, to bring the teaching still more 
into line with the HLB.A* Examination programme, but 
continuing to give special attention to the teaching of 
architectural design. There is a special room for architec¬ 
ture wot I supplied with casts* photographs, and books. 

Municipal Technical College, Huddersfield.—A social three 
yeara p course for Architects 1 aseistunte and pupils has been 
arranged* Special attention in paid to preparation for the 
li.LB.A. Examination** Fart of the course is taken In the 
Engineering Department and part In the School of Art of 
the College. In the School of Art* Mr.Norman Calley [J.] 
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lectures on ArchitectimJ Design and on the PIistory of 
Architecture with special consideration of the principles of 
Construction and Design. There arc a number of prizes 
open for competition including the Wood head Exhibition 
(£10and fret tuition). Further particulars may he obtained 
from Sir. T. Thorp, the Secretary of the College. 

Municipal Technical College, Halifai.—Mr. Norman Cnllev 
[.!.] has been appointed to take charge of the Architectural 
Class at this College, Arrangements are now completed 
for a three years’ course for architectural students, having 
specialty in view preparation for the 1U.B.A, Intermediate 
Examination.

Tbe lutmbtrs consist of Fellows, who have been engaged 
in practice at least live years, and who are entitled to use 
the affix F.M.S.A.; Associates, who are at least 23 years 
of age, engaged in the study or practice of Architecture as a 
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profession, and who are entitled to use the affix A.M*5*A*; 
Students, who are under 2S years of age and are engaged in 
the study of Architecture either as assistants or pupils. 

The Society jHissesseg a Loan and Kefareiice Library, 
containing some six hundred volumes, which is open 
to students other than members, on certain conditions.

EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES IN NEWCASTLE. 

Armstrong College, Newcastle.— Classes for architecture 
and architectural design are held in connection with the 
Art Department. These classes meet in the evenings, 
and are tnwler the supervision of the special Icctnrer and 
teacher, Mr. It.

Rutherford College, Bath Lane, Newcastleupcn-Tyne,— 

Courses of lectures on building construe lion are delivered 
in four stages—1,2, 8, and Honours* There are also classes 
in practical plane and solid geometry, theoretical and 
applied mechanics ; carpentry and joinery; brickwork and 
masonry; manual instruction in woodwork and metalwork. 
The Art Department includes drawing—elementary, inter¬ 
mediate, and advanced courses; drawing, modelling, and 
design with relation to architecture; lectures on the history 
of architecture; principles of ornament and perspective, 

Els wick Works Technical School.—This School has courses 
of building construction, elementary and advanced; and 
instruction is given in freehand and model drawing, per¬ 
spective, architectural drawing, the principles of ornament, 
Ac,; practical plane and solid geometry, mechanics, and 
mathematics. A new Institute has just been completed, 
and greater accommodation and facilities for study pro¬ 
vided for the students.

EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES IN NOTTINGHAM. 

Nottingham UniFersity College.—An Arobitectnral Course 
has been arranged at the L'niveraity in conjunction with the 
Nottingham Architectural Society and the School of Art. It 
i* designed for youths of about sixteen years of age who hare 
just left school and Intend to become architects. The curri* 
eulum extends over two years, and affords a scientific and 
technical training intended to prepare young men to enter 
an architect’s office. The instruction comprises work in the 
drawing-office, lecture-room, and workshops from October 
to July in the first year, and from October to April in the 
second year. Practical instruction is also given in the 
college workshops during the months of July and Septem¬ 
ber, Students are recommended to make" arrangements 
beforehand, so that they may enter an architect’s office En 
the October following the satisfactory completion of their 
first year’s course. The subjects dealt with cover part of 
the ground for the progressive Examinations of the Eoral 
Institute of British Architects, A student who has passed the 
second year’s course satisfactorily is recommended to pre- 
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etnt himself for the Intermediate Esaminfltion in order 
to he registered as ft Student Jf J.B.A. The first vear T s 
course embraces mathematics, mechanics, physics, drawing 
and practical geometry, building construction, and work- 
r-b>p practice at the College; freehand draiving p perspective, 
and Architecture at the School of Art. From October to 
April the second year students are engaged during every 
aftemwD in an architect^ office* and in the forenoon at 
the College and the School of Art. The subjects taken up 
fU the College are: mathematics, solid geometry, building 
construction and nature of materials, strength of materials 
and graphic Btatics T workshop practice! land surveyiog and 
levelling. At Uw School of Art: freehand drawing, archi¬ 
tectural details, including ornaments and mouldings, &c, t 
_ is ton ot lire'iiitecture. Time-tables are arranged for 
tlitse systematic com .es of instruction in the Engineering 
Department at University College, so that the student’s time 
I. fully occupied. Composition fee for the whole course of 
day and evening classesFirst year, £& per term; second 
year £4 per term ; summer term, 43 s,. Examinations 
are held at the end of each session, on the results of which 
Loikge Certificates arc awarded, as well as prizes offered 
7 the Nottingham Architectural Society. The College 
iilso provides an architectural course for evening students as 
follows: Elementary Course: Practical plane and solid 
geometry, elementary building construction, elementary 
mechanics, carpentry and joinery. Admixed Count': 
Advanced building construction, plumbing, heating and 
ventilation, strength of materials and graphic statics, and 
workshop practice.

THE EXAMINATIONS 

(ABCHITECTUEE). 

QUALIFYING FOR REGISTRATION AS PROBATIONER 
AND STUDENT, AND FOR CANDIDATURE 
AS ASSOCIATE.* 

rpJTE Royal Institute of British Architects desires to obtain 
A for all those entering the profession a systematic course 
of education tested by progressive examinations, the passing 
of which Toms the primary qualification for admission to 
its class of Associates. By careful preparation on the proper 
lines, a youth, even before entering an office, may acquire 
enough of the rildlments of professional edncation to submit 
to an examination testing his capacity for the career of an 
architect; and if he pass it, he may then follow a con¬ 
tinuous series of studies, in accordance with a definite 
programme, thereby laying a foundation of artistic and 
scientific knowledge upon which to cultivate any natural 
gifts and develop any aptitude for invention or design he 
may possess. 

The Examinations are In three stages: I. Preliminary [see 
p. @26] ; II. Intermediate [see p, 329] ; and 111, f'iiuri [p, 
331], qualifying for the grade of Probationer, Student, and 
Associate respectively. They have been so arranged os to 
indnee the gradual development of artistic and scientific 
powers—to secure a systematic training in the art and 
sdcnce of Architecture from the entry into an office until 
the commencement of actnal practice. They afford guidance 
in professional studies, and opportunities for testing at well- 
marked intervals the progress made. A minimum standard 
of knowledge may be thus attained by all who enter the 
profession, serving as a basis for further studies essential 
to the feller development of architectural ability. 

I, The Preliminary Examination (Written and Graphic) 
is to test the general knowledge of candidates in ordinary 
subjects of school education, and subjects of n technical 
character, such as Elementary Mechanics and Physics, 
GeometricaWDrawing, Perspective, and Freehand Drawing 
from the Round. Exemption from attending this Examina¬ 
tion is granted to applicants who submit satisfactory draw¬ 
ings, and certificates from well-known educational bodies, 

. A youth who is thus officially exempted or who passes the 
Preliminary Examination is registered as a Probationer of 
the Royal institute of British Architects.

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TL The Inh'rmrrfintc Examination (Written, Graphic, and 
Oral) is to test the Probationer's progress in Architecture, 
while engaged as pupil, improver, or assistant in an office. 
During the period following his registration as a Proba¬ 
tioner he has to prepare nine sheets of carefully finished 
drawings, with an illustrated memoir. If these “Testi¬ 
monies of Study " be approved, and if be afterward pass 
the Intermediate Examination, ho is registered as a 
Student of the Royal Institute of British Architects, and 
his name and address are published m the Register of 
Students in the Kalendab. 

III. The Final Examination (Written, Graphic, and Oral) 
is to test the Student's further progress. ,The wort to be 
done by the Student, and submitted by him before entering, 
necessitates good draughtsmansliip and an acquaintance 
with ancient edifices, or other well-known executed works, 
to be gained by actual measurement of them. It requires 
a knowledge of Design and of the practical details of Con¬ 
struction, which latter can be best obtained by personal 
experience of buildings in progress. The “Testimonies of 
Study,” with the concurrent work of preparation for this 
Examination, should occupy the Student not less than 
three years; and no one can be admitted to it under 
the age of twenty-cue years, although in most cases it will 
probably be found desirable that he should have attained 
the age of at least twenty-two before presenting himself. 
If the Student pass, he Incomes qualified for candidature 
as Atiodatf of the Royal Institute of British Architects, 
and receives notification thereof. In the event of any 
Student failing to pass the Final Examination within four 
years of having passed the Intermediate, his name will be 
removed from the Register of Students, unless the Council 
are satisfied that good cause exists for allowing It to remain. 

The Examinations are held by the Board of Examiners 
(Architecture) in June and November, oral such other times 
as may be appointed by the Council, and due notice thereof 
is given in the Kalenuah, the Jot ns ai,, and the Professional 
Papers. 


The Testimoniee of Study are examined by the Board, 
who decide whether an applicant shall he admitied, 

- subjects for examination are distributed among 
individual members or the Board, who set the questions, 

examine the draw ings and papers, and assign the marks in 
each subject- 

The Oral Examinations are conducted by the Board, three 
members of which, being Examiners, form a quorum. 
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Moderators to superintend the Examinations are ap¬ 
pointed by the Board from those Associates who have 
been admitted after Examination under By-law 2, or 
who have passed the old Voluntary Examination in the 
Class of Proficiency. Their functions are to distribute 
the question papers ; to take care that no assistance is 
given by one examinee to another, and that (except them¬ 
selves) no persons hold communication with the examinees 
during the honra of examination; to allow no books to be 
used (except such os may bo specially permitted); to verify 
the work produced in the room by each examinee; to see that 
the proper number is affixed thereto, and generally to see 
that the instructions of the Board are fulfilled. 

The Board report to tho Council the results of the 
Examinations, and the mimes of those who pass are pub¬ 
lished in the Journal. 

The Testimonies of Study are returned, hut no draw¬ 
ings or answers produced during the Esummations are 
given up.

ADVICE TO CANDIDATES. 

I- The Preliminary, qualifying for PRO BA T TONE 11 .— 
The subjects comprised in this Examination are those in 
which proficiency should be attained by the applicant before 
entering an architect's office, and it is desirable that special 
attention be given to them before he leaves school. 

Clear and well-formed handwriting, correct spelling, 
grammar, and punctuation are indispensable. 

Powers of observation and of graphic description, facility 
of composition and lucidity in the expression of ideas, should 
be sedulously cultivated, as being of the utmost value friths 
prosec at ion of further studies and in the work of later 
years. 

Arithmetic, algebra, and plane geometry should bo 
familiar to the applicant, and a knowledge of their appli¬ 
cation In the solution of simple problems in elementary 
mechanics and physics should be acquired. . 

The geography of Europe and the history of England 
from the Norman Conquest to the end of the Tudor dynasty 
should be well studied, regard being had to the connection 
between the history of the country and its Architecture. 

A good knowledge of Latin or of one modern language 
is essential and of two modern languages very desirable.

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A clear undferstanrliTig of the Continental metrical system 
win also be usefuL 

Geometrical drawing and the elements of perspective are 
indispensable subjects of study, find should receive parti¬ 
cular attention - while freehand drawing with rapidity and 
precision from the cost and the antique, and sketching 
with accuracy, should be carefully cultivated* Seasonable 
proficiency in these subjects is of the first importance, 

IL The Intermediate , qualifying far STUDENT .—The 
first aim of the Prubaiiancr should lie to acquire facility and 
accuracy in the geometrical and perspective drawing of 
architectural subjects, coimuenemg with the Orders and the 
several periods of Medieval Architecture* drawn out to a 
large scale and from figured dimensions* 

This coarse should he followed by careful study of the 
ornament appropriate to each style, the enrichments of 
the mouldings being drawn full sm, and sketched and 
measured, as far as possible, from actual work, A general 
knowledge of mouldings and details having been thus 
acquired, their practical application should l>e matured by 
making fully figured drawings of them, with details full size* 

The elementary principles of Classic and Medieval Archi- 
lecture may he gleaned from the boobs mentioned on 
pp- 63a and 337- 

The course of study necessitates the continuous use of a 
note-book (large quarto), in which important parages of 
the books under study should lie written down in the Pro- 
hatitiners own words, and freely illustrated by careful 
sketches from all available sources (notes on one page, 
sketches on the opposite page); and the subjects, being 
systematically arranged, might be further illustrated by 
notes and sketches from other books and authorities* A 
sketch note-book—to be freely and continually used—should 
be the inseparable companion of the Pnjfiueiorrer. 

The drawing of set subjects from memory is a most 
useful exercise, impressing on the mind the general pro¬ 
portions and harmony of the several parts of the details. 
The art of accurately sketching plans, elevations, sections, 
features and details* from memory, should therefore he 
sedulously cultivated. Such a system of study proves of 
the greatest service, not only at the time of examination* 
but afterwards in actual practice* 

The study of the scientific subjects m the programme 
should be followed out in a similar manner, knowledge of 
details of construction being acquired, as far as possible, by 
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actual measurement: of work. Formulas for calculating 
ibe strength of beams, columns, Ac., should be worked 
out, and tlio results compared with actual experience. The 
careful study of plane geometry as applied to actual 
work, and the acquisition of a thorough knowledge of the 
projection of solids aud development of surfaces, are essential. 

The admission of the Probationer to the In immediate 
Examination will depend an the satisfactory execution of 
the Testimonies of Study, which arc not to be considered 
merely ae samples of drawing, although good drawing is 
required* but should be evidence of $tudy of the subject 
represented. In all cases where it i* possible io obtain the 
information, the jointing of both wood and stonework must 
be shown. Any additional information as to materials used 
and methods of construction should be given, and attention 
bo called by notes or sketches (or both) to any pecu¬ 
liarities, and the reason for them explained. Different 
kinds of materials may bo indicated by colour. Wherever 
possible, the subjects illustrated must l>e from old examples* 
and should be measured from the actual building; when 
the example is copied from any published drawings the 
authorities from which the information is obtained should 
be stated, and it is desirable to add the date of erection 
of the work* An Inside as well eis an outside elevation of 
a door or window should be shown * and when, in con¬ 
sequence of the size of the subject chosen, space will 
not admit of tills, half the elevation may be outside and 
half inside, or* if the subject be very elaborate, half of 
each may be in block* It is recommended that the Orders 
should be from an actual building, in which case a column 
of not less than about IS feet in height may be shown. Some 
moulding? full size should be given* and they may form 
a separate sheet or sheets, and, if necessary* may be on a 
double-elephant sheet* folded. All drawing? of ornament 
should have a section showing the projection* aud, if not 
full size, should he figured or have a scale. Where pos¬ 
sible, information is to he given as to its source, position in 
the building* and material m which it is executed, and 
notes m to how these have influenced its design or execution. 
To show that the design has been studied * a small scale 
sketch (perspective or elevation), with plan and, if neces¬ 
sary, sect suns, whirh may be in skeleton only, may be 
added, so that the relation of the part show n to the whole 
design may l>e seen. The written memoir must be prepared 
with care and neatness, and the illustrative sketches be 
well and accurately drawn* 
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Ill- The Final, qualifying for candidature m Associate *— 
The principles of study recommended for the Intermediate 
apply equally to the Final Examination. 

Reading to be of permanent value should be supplemented 
by the taking of copious notes, fully illustrated by careful 
sketches* and by the collection of information under various 
heads from different authorities. Combined with the study 
of the best accessible examples of old work, the habit of 
accurately sketching Architecture m plan* elevation, detail, 
ornament* and construction* especially from memory, should 
be assiduously cultivated* eye* brain and hand being brought 
into common harmonious action. 

When a knowledge of detail has been thoroughly acquired* 
the Student should take up the study of the general prin¬ 
ciples of design in both plan and elevation, imd of the 
combination of parts to produce an effective and well- 
proportioned competition. 

The Student should ulso master the principles and practice 
of the preparation of contract and working drawings and 
specifications, and of the control of actual work ; he will 
thus qualify himself to deal with the ordinary and many of 
the difficult problems which arise in the designing and 
carrying out of modern buildings.

THE TRIBUNAL OF APPEAL 

The London Building Acts 1S94 to 1905- 

Clerk of the Tribunal : Mr. Chabi.es HtnsERf Love.

Tub Tribunal of Appeal, as constituted under sections 175 and 178 
of the London Building Act 1894, is composed of three members - 
one appointed by a Secretary of State, one by the Council of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, and one by the Council of 
the Surveyors* Institution. The members are'appointed for a 
term of five years, and are eligible for re appointment. Appeal 
may be mode to the Tribunal under the several sections set out 
jn the London Building Act 1894 (57 i 58 Viet., c. cexiii.) and 
in the London Building Acts (Amendment) Act 11*0.} (5 Edw. 7 
c. ccix.), the Tribunal haring power to hear the parties interested 
in person, or by counsel, solicitor, or agent; to administer oaths ■ 
to hear and receive evidence; to require the production of docu¬ 
ments or books; and to confirm, reverse, or vary anv decision 
appealed against, and to make any such order as the* may think 
fit, also to award costs in their discretion. 

When any question of law is'involved in any appeal submitted 
to them, the Tribunal may, on the request of the parties, and if 
ordered by the High Court, or a Judge thereof, on an application 
in a summary manner made by any party to the appeal shall 
state a case for the opinion of the High Court, which shall hear 
and determine such question of law, and thereupon reverse 
aflinn, or amend the decision of the Tribunal, or remit the matter 
to them with the opinion of the Court on the case stated or make 
such other order as to the matter and as to the coats of’the case 
as the Court sees fit. 

Any order of the Tribunal may be enforced by the nigh Court 
as if it had been an order of that Court. 

With the approval of the Lord Chancellor. Regulations have 
been made as to the procedure to be followed in cases of appeal 
and as to fees to be paid to the Tribunal by the Appellant 
and other putties, copies of which mav be obtained from the 
Clerk to the Tribunal on application. 

Appeals are to be lodged (tor hand) at the Office of the Tribunal, 
and the fee thereon paid, within the period (if any) prescribed by 
the Act and where no period is so prescribed, within the time 
required by the Regulations,

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THE LIBRAKY, 

The Library of the Royal Institute of British Architects 
consists principally of books presented by their authors, 
members of the corporate hotly. Many have been received 
in largo donations, others by bequest. From time to lime 
standard works of reference are purchased, to meet the 
requirements of the professional student, as well as to 
maintain the special character and historic value of the 
collection. Not the least Interesting portion of the Library 
is that which includes rare and valuable editions of Foreign 
Works, mostly presented by Hon. Coir. Members. 

For convenience of reference the Catalogue is kept up 
to date with printed slips inserted us they appear in the 
announcements in the Supplement to the JoumiAn, together 
with cross-references. A Catalogue published in 1689, 
which was printed at the cost of the lute David Brandon, 
contains all the works presented and purchased np to June 
1887, with an Appendix comprising all the publications 
acquired up to the 31st December 1888, A Supplement 
to this Catalogue comprises additions from June 1887 to 
December 1898. Copies of the Catalogue complete, 
strongly bound In buckram, gilt lettered, may be purchased 
at the Institute, price 10s- fid. The Supplement above 
mentioned may be had separately, price Is. 

From the 1st October till the end of June the Library is 
open from 10 a m. to 6 p.m. (Saturdays 6 p-m.J; in July 
and September it doses at 7 p.m. (Saturdays 2 p.m,). The 
Reference Library is closed during the whole of August, 
but Loan books may be received or issued between the 
hours of 12 and 2 daily. 

All Probationers, Students, and Qualified Candidates for 
Assoektcship, on registration in the ImmiUh of the Institute, 
are furnished with a card of admission, and such card must 
be shown by the reader at every visit. Mem beta of the 
Architectural Association under the age of 23 years must 
lie provided with a specially stamped card, to be annually 
renewed, signed by the Hon. Secretaries of the Association. 
Cards arc also granted on the recommendation of members 
or the Institute, professors of colleges, schoolmasters, and 
Others, who are required to certify, on a form to be obtained 
at the Institute, that the persons they recommend are fit 
to be admitted to the privileges of the Reference Library 
and the Loan Collection,

Volumes shall be despatched at tht* cost of the Institute and 
returned at the cost of borrowers. On the return of a book the 
Librarian shall at once send the member a receipt. Books due 
for return on days when the Library is closed must be returned 
on the first following day when it is open. 

l± Application for renewal must be made personally or by 
postcard in sufficient lime to allow of the book being punctually 
returned if it cannot be renewed; if renewed or otherwise, a 
notice from the Librarian will be sent* 

IB. A fine of sixpence must be paid for every day or portion of 
a day during which any volume is retained beyond the time 
allowed, unless the bomwer can show a written renewal from 
the Librarian. And a fine of one shilling must be paid for every 
day or portion of a day during which any volume is retained after 
delivery at the borrower's address of a notice from the Librarian 
fur its return (the day of delivery of such notice not included), 

11- Borrowers are nut to trace with ink or with a bard pencil, 
nor apply compasses of any kind to the works. Marking any 
book by writing, turning down leaves, Ac., is strictly prohibited : 
this applies oven to correction of a misprint, or to a single 
additional mark in a book* however much previously disfigured. 
Infringement of tins rule will render the borrower liable to sus- 
proton from the u?e of the Loan Library. A borrower is liable 
to be called upon to replace at his own expense any work lost, 
marked, or injured while in his possession, or to pay a fine. 

15. A borrower whose fines are unpaid will nut "be permitted 
to uw the Loan Library; amd if not a member of the Institute* 
he will abo be debarred the use of the Reference Library.

CONSERVATION OF ANCIENT MONUMENTS.* 

oenmral Aimes to psokoters or mstobatioks. 

[First ismed in 1865; revised and enlarged in 1888.] 

1* Before any alteration is decided on, a competent 
architect should be consulted and be requested to make 
careful drawings of the building, with accurate mcasurementa. 
Photographs should then be taken of all objects of interest, 
especially such as are so dilapidated and decayed that it 
becomes absolutely necessary to renew them either wholly or 
hi part. In the case of Churches, these photographs and 
copies of the drawings should be deposited in the Vestry, 
Parish Registry, or any public office in the Diocese suitable 
for the purpose, and the date of their consignment noted. 

Any clearance of wall linings, pavements, flooring, galleries, 
high pews, modern wall partitions, or other encumbrances 
(provided that they 1*e clearly modem), necessary before 
detailed arrangements are inode for the restoration, should 
only be carried out under the direction of the architect, and 
after his Inspection of the church; and such clearance 
should not include works of artistic or other interest which 
it is often most important to preserve* No memorial slabs, 
tiles, steps, or other pavements, should be removed without 
his special permission. 

% Careful enquiry should be made for any portions of 
church furniture—stained glass, sculpture, brasses—or other 
old work which may at any time have been removed from 
the building, with a view to their restoration to their proper 
place. 

8. Buildings of the same style and character in the neigh- 
B l)ourhood should be examined when any doubts arise as to 
the original design in any part 

4. Diligent search should be made for indications of 
ancient doorways, window openings reredoses, aumbries, 
piscina?, sedilia, Easter sepulchres, altar stones, stoups, rood 
staircases, hagioscopes, low side-windows, recessed tombs, 

To bt* chained at th* office &f the Tupikut*, price Supen 
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brasses, incised atones, encaustic tiles, or any oilier fe-fttureg 
of ancient character. Should any part be altogether de¬ 
stroyed, careful search should ha made for any traces of old 
foundations or any detached pieces of masonry p fey,, built 
in with the modem walls, so as to obtain a toy to the original 
design of parts which have been defaced or destroyed. 
ITben any finch stones are discovered the architect should 
bo at once informed, in order that he rosy personally visit 
and examine the work. 

5. All plastered surfaces should be carefully examined 
with a view to discover any remains of painting upon them, 
and all painted or whitewashed stone or wood work cau¬ 
tiously cleaned, so that no injury may ho done to any point¬ 
ing, diapering* powdering, or other coloured design, if such 
exist* Whore it is proposed to renew the roofs, all cleaning 
of the walls should lie deferred until after they are protected 
from the weather by the erection of new roofs. Plastered 
surfaces of ancient date are often found, and should I>g 
preserved if possible* 

6. Ancient painted glass, with the original leading and 
iron framework, should be carefully preserved, and never 
allowed to be taken out of the building, save for the purpose 
of rereading when absolutely neceWry, and this only by 
competent workmen* It is not generally desirable to re¬ 
move ancient stained glass, even when small fragments only 
remain, from the place it occupies* without first of all learn¬ 
ing with certainty that it is not in its original position. If 
new stained glass lid inserted in old windows, care should lie 
taken that the glass be fitted to Ehe old tracery, and that 
the latter be not replaced by new, as is too often the case. 
Old clear glass may, for the sake of its superiority of tint, 
often be re-used with advantage. 

The external halves of mnllions, silk, tracery, and jambs 
should, where practicable, have such parts as’ are decayed 
restored by doweUtng new stone on to the old internal hakes, 
which may he frequently done without taking down the tin- 
injured part of the window. 

The ancient ironwork of windows should not he taken 
out, even when the outer half of the stonework is removed, 
and it should be retained when new stained glass is put in ; 
the glass, if needful, being designed with regard to it. So 
much mischief has been done by the destruction of old iron¬ 
work throughout the country that this requirement should 
be most rigidly enforced. 

7- Any remains of churchyard walla, with their buttresses* 
copings, or piers* churchyard or other crosses, lichgates* 
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external momnnentfl^ head-stones, atone coffins, Ac., should 
be preserved. 

Marks of foundations, trenches, moats, Ac., should be 
examined and noted, 

8. Where it appears certain upon investigation that the 
earth has accumulated above the ancient level it should be 
removed; but even this should not be done without profes¬ 
sional supervision, as it is often attended with risk. Great 
care must be exercised where several ancient levels exist, in 
determining which shall be retained, and whan the floors 
are set on a slant, as is often the case, the original lines 
should, as far as possible, l>e carefully maintained. 

9. In the restoration of stonework, no sc raping or tooling 
of the surface of the stone should take place under any cir- 
curastanee&i. As a general rule, no new stonework should 
bo inserted, unless under very strong evidence that it is n 
renewal of the ancient design and necessary to be done* If 
any part of the masonry be damaged or decayed, it should 
not necessarily on that account be wholly rebuilt or renewed K 
but thane parts only which lire thoroughly defective should 
ha ant out and carefully renewed with stone of similar cha¬ 
racter, and always the best of its kind. 

No wholesale pull i ng down should be done unless un¬ 
avoidable* 

In many cases walk which are in themselves sound, but 
out of plumb, may lie restored to the perpendicular without 
difficulty by use of screwjneks, and without disturbance of 
the external face. 

10. If it bo found absolutely necessary to construct a n v 
roof, owing to the existing roof lacing extremely decayed!™™ 
modern, one of the two following courses should be adopt! 
either the old roof where it exists should be cart fully repro¬ 
duced, or the new roof should be made of the same pitch 
m the original roof, which may generally be discovered by 
the dripstone against the tower or other walls. Where the 
dripstones of two or three periods exist against these walk, 
the^ question of the pitch of tho roof will be one of some 
difficulty; but, as a rule, it may be said that where there is 

a clerestory it will be well to keep to the pitch of the roof 
erected at the time it was built, and where there is none, 
then to the pitch of (lie earliest roof* mere bad js taken 
off it ought in all cases to be replaced. Flat rook are by 
always to be condemned* 

The question of the pitch of a new roof depends an so 
mauT ciTqum..tanccB that it must left to the judgment 
0 llf3 whitest* but the shape of the old roof should not 
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be lightly altered In some peculiar cases where there are 
objections to the external appearance of the fiat pitch of an 
old roof, the Hat roof may be retained internally, and the 
high pitch roof erected over it. Flat roofs are quite as 
worthy of preservation as any others. 

In 'districts where stone slates are used for the old 
churches it is most desirable that they should be retained 
in 

th | 

this reason be discarded, but new ends should bo scarfed on. 

11. Ancient buildings will generally be found to have been 
altered at various periods; when this is the case the whole 
of the old work should be preserved and exposed to view, so 
as to show the history of the fabric, with its successive 
alterations, as distinctly as possible. This may often be 
accomplished by showing all the stone and rubble work 
internally, and leaving it unplastered. It should, however, l*a 
understood that this is for the purpose of showing construc¬ 
tional features of interest, and is not intended as a recom¬ 
mendation that old plaster should be stripped off, ot that 
rough stone rubble work should be exposed to sight where 
originally plastered. 

12. In no case should anything be done to monumental 
effigies, brasses, sculpture of figures and foliage, or other 
ornamental work, beyond carefully cleaning, or resetting, 
them if necessary, and taking care that they shall l*e pro¬ 
tected from fartlier injury and restored, where requisite, to 
their original place. In alt church restorations one main 
object should 1» to get rid of modem additions put up 
without regard to architectural propriety; but on this ac¬ 
count the church restorer should not act up an ideal model, 
but regard the productions of every age with as much respect 
as is compatible with the restoration and nse of the building. 
Still, if monuments deface good old work, they should 1>e 
refixed in some spot where they can mutilate nothing. 

Fonts, piscina?, Ac., may l» carefully repaired, if neces¬ 
sary, to fit them for use, but all features not involved in 
the stability of the building should l>e left as far as possible 
untouched.' Fonts, for instance, should on no account 
be scraped, or re-tooled, as has been too often the case. Fea¬ 
tures not in use, such as stoups, aumbries, Ac., should he 
left untouched, 

13. Medieval chancel screens should on no account ho 
moved from their old places, bn t be rare fully restored. They 
seldom present any ol>straction to sight or sound. Ancient 


preference to plain tiles or other covering. 

Frequently the ends alone of beams and rafters are decayed 
ronirh leakages of gutters. An old roof should not for 
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Beats in the body of a church should, where practicable, be 
retained in their old arrangement, Jacobean and later 
wood-work is often quite as valuable artistically, and in¬ 
teresting historically, as medieval work. 

1-1. Where curiosities, fragments of sculpture or wrought 
stone or wood-work, of tiles or glass too small for re-use, are 
discovered m the course of the work, it is desirable that they 
should all bo carefully kept in some case or chest in the 
church, arranged and Intelied with a short description of 
their history. This case should be under lock and key. 
Cure should be taken that the architect's Specification 
gives the contractor no claim upon any such things as old 
materials:. 

15. In the altove suggestions it has been assumed that 
the promoters of the work have a proper appreciation of 
what is dne to an, ancient building, and are anxious to carry 
out its restoration in the most conservative manner pos¬ 
sible ; such, however, is unfortunately not always tins case. 
The promoters of restorations, whether clergymen or laymen, 
are sometimes more bent upon carrying out new works 
than preserving old; it cannot lie therefore too strongly 
insisted upon, that in dealing with an ancient church or 
other building, the object should be not simply to put it in 
good repair, but to preserve it as an authentic specimen of 
the ancient arts of our country. Every old building has 
historical value, and It should be remembered that this is 
gone when its authenticity is destroyed. 

The duty, therefore, of all those having charge of ancient 
buddings should be not so much the renewal of what re¬ 
mains a* its preservation ; and this should embrace every 
portion of original work which it is in any way possible to 
for it must bo remembered that new work is of no 
value or interest except so for as it serves to preserve the 
ancient design, and that no interest will ever hr- attached to 
it unless original parts remain to attest its authenticity. 

tcre is ample scope for original design in addition e which 
are necessarily made to the size of old buildings, and in these 
\usually best to allow the architect to be indeperwlent.

a restored church must lie purged of all features snC 
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sequent to some favourite period. All such ideal notions 
are in the highest degree dangerous, and have rendered 
many a restored church actually worthless as an historical 
monument. 

17. In vain are all the efforts of Central or Diocesan 
Architectural or Archaeological bodies, with their several 
visits to buildings of historic interest, if those having charge 
of precious remains do not cordially embrace such advice 
as is here laid down for their conservation, embodying prin¬ 
ciples impossible to controvert, and the neglect of which 
has been the cause of many districts being robbed of their 
antiquities through rash and unskilful operations. Influen¬ 
tial lauded proprietors, the clergy, churchwardens, and 
others, are earnestly reminded of the responsibility which 
rests upon them to resist tiff needless destruction of ancient 
work, and to seek competent professional aid in cases of 
interference with an ancient building. Questions of consid¬ 
erable embarrassment constantly arise in connection with 
edifices of mixed dates, involving constructional and chro¬ 
nological difficulties, points requiring the judgment of the 
most experienced architect and antiquary. Moreover, the 
successful preservation of old work must largely depend 
upon the builder. Care, therefore, should be taken to select 
a uiiLu who will hike an interest in the work, and who can 
bo trusted to carry out faithfully the instructions of the 
architect. To prevent the mischief that may otherwise be 
done in the absence of the architect, it is always desirable, 
end generally essential, that there should be a resident clerk 
of the works, familiar with church restoration, appointed 
by the architect. 

It*. Vigilance is required to stop injuries to ancient build¬ 
ings; the utmost watchfulness should be shown by those 
residing at or near the spot where even well-considered works 
are in operation, to see that they are really executed in a 
conservative manner. However frequently the architect 
may visit the works under Ids superintendence, be cannot 
at all times prevent Ids orders being disobeyed, and a daily 
and almost hourly i nspec tion is often necessary. Intelligent 
interposition will always be welcome to a zealous architect, 
and, by gaining time, will often prevent irreparable mischief. 
Lovers of antiquities, eoclesiologists, and antiquaries, in the 
locality, will always do good service by carefully watching 
works in progress in old buildings. 

19. The foregoing suggestions and remarks have been 
drawn np with special reference to the Restoration of 
Churches: the same spirit ought to actuate those who have 
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the care or ownership of ancient civil or military buildings, 
because from their comparative rarity they are even more 
valuable as historical monuments than the churches. 


HINTS TO WORKMEN ENGAGED ON THE REPAIRS 

AND RESTORATION OF ANCIENT BUILDINGS.*

Excavator,—In making excavations in or about an ancient 1 
building, be careful to preserve every fragment of wrought] 
stone, tiles, or other ancient objects, which you may meet with 

If you find old foundations, bases, of pillars, ancient tombs 
stone coffins, pavements, or other work, which appear to be i 
their original place, do not remove, but carefully expose thei 
to view, in order that proper notes may be taken of them 
and that, if possible, the work may be left permanently 
its place. 

In making drains or excavations around old buildings, 
not cut ofF any of the projecting footings, however rough, 
bo careful how you expose them, unless they are exainim 
and underpinned by the mason. Du not permanently expoflji 
to view, or to the air, work which clearly was not -intend 
to be so exposed. See that your drains are so managed as tot 
draw the water from the foundations and not towards them, 

If wen,—tf directed to clean off whitewash, or paint, from 
internal or other stonework, recollect that the object of so 
doing is to bring to rietr the original surface, not te destroy it. 
You must, therefore, avoid the use of the (oof, and study what 
is the best way of removing the whitewash without in any 
degree disturbing, much less removing, the ancient surface. 
Remember that the mode of tooling or working the ancient 
stone is a subject of interest and curiosity, and that the old 
tool-murks must therefore not be disturbed : more especially 
does this caution apply to early Romanesque work, where the 
very coarseness of the stcue, and rudeness of execution, 
are important evidences of date. If indications of ancient 
colouring be found on the surface of the stone, thev should 
be carefully preserved. 

The mode of removing whitewash depends much on the 
nature of the material, With some materials nothing is so 
good as the Manchester cord, but in each case experiments 
should bo tried to ascertain the best mode. It it better to 
Hate the ivhitetratb wholly nr partially on the ttone, than to 
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any foof tvkfch would disturb the surface of the stone itself; 
for it is far better to have the old surface with the white¬ 
wash than nut at all. 

When the removal of plaster shows the marks of ancient 
string-courses, weatherings, windows, Ac,, do not conceal 
these again, nor yet tool them off; indeed, as a general rule, 
no tool should be used upon the surface of ancient stonework. 

In removing broken or decayed work, do not take oat 
any but such as is so far gone as to have lost nil its original 
form; letter have broken or half-decayed original work 
than the smartest mid most perfect new work. 

Especially avoid using a brush with colours to harmonise 
the new ami old work; the old work should be left in all 
its characteristic tone, and no attempt should be made to 
harmonise the hue hi tint. 

Never remove or ck&u the old mossed surfaces. 

In obtaining the true sections of mouldings, Ac., for new 
portions, the most scrupulous accuracy is necessary, us the 
more delicate features arc often to be traced only in a few 
of the more protucted parts. 

In taking down portions of walls, bo most careful of anv 
old mouldings, or other wrought Btoae, found embedded in 
them, and note where they were found, as the fragments have 
usually bean stowed away near to their original site. If any 
windows or other features are found which have been before 
concealed, do not disturb them till seen by the architect. 
Encaustic tiles, or other ancient paving, should be preserved 
where found, when possible, and the patterns should guide 
the design of new* paving. Ancient monumental remains 
are never to give way to new encaustic tile flooring, but are 
in every case to retain their old position. 

Carver.—The same principles os are bud down for the 
mason apply to the carver, but in a higher degree, inasmuch 
as ancient carving is still more valuable than ancient masonry. 
When engaged on an old building, bring your own talent and 
fancy wholly into subjection to the work in which you are 
engaged,tuidonly seek to preserve and perpetuate the ancient 
design. Never attempt to dress up or restore old carving. 

Plasterer.—If directed generally to remove the plastering, 
first examine it carefully by removing the whitewash here 
and there, and if it be found to contain oil painting, Ac., do 
not disturb It without calling the attention of the architect, 
derk of the works, or other persons capable of judging of it. 

If it be absolutely necessary to take down the wall so 
covered with old paintings, it might be preserved in the fol¬ 
lowing mannerthe backing of the wall might be carefully 
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taken away, leaving only a thin piece behind the painting? 
this might then he hacked up with cement and pieces of 
large size enclosed in wooden frames. The painting might 
then be removed and deposited in a museum. 

As a general rule, ancient plastering should not be re¬ 
moved, but only repaired where necessary. Let new plas¬ 
tering on old walls be thin, and carefully thinned off to meet 
the atone dressings, ss in ancient work. All plasterings 
should be of a kind suited to receive decorative painting. 
Carpenter. -Do not be too ready to condemn an ancient 
roof, or other piece of timber work. Remember that it has 
a value quite independent of the cost of renewing it. An 
ancient roof, carefully preserved by splicing and other means, 
is infinitely more valuable than a copy of the same in new 
timber. Very serious defects may be repaired, if yon view 
the roof as a tiling of value, and apply your mind to ascer¬ 
tain the best way of Mcnriny and preserving it. If you do 
not do this, very trilling defects may be made the excuses 
for destroying the finest ancient roof. Do not as a general 
rule (rii< an vht roof ojf to repair it, but rather repair it in 
its place, buy by bag; and only in the Spring or Summer 
months. By a good system of tarpaulins, or other means, 
keep the roof dry during the operation: exposure tu wet is 
fatal to old timber. 

Do not disturb ancient surfaces of timber, nor coat old 
timber with oil or varnish. Generally (as directed to the 
mason) reuiemljer that your great object is preservation 
rather than renewal. Preserve with the utmost care all 
remains of coloured decoration on old woodwork. 

Joiner.—The same general rules as are laid down for the 
carpenter apply to the joiner. 

Preserve ancient seating in its proper plaee if possible, 
and where practicable avoid removing it for repair*;, except 
by special direction. Every remnant of old woodwork, of 
whatever description, should be carefully preserved, and, 
where possible, in its place j or, if it has already been 
removed, it should be brought back to its place if possible. 

Glazier.—Be most carrfvl in preserving ancient stained 
glass. Never remove it from the windows in which it is 
found (unless under special direction of the architect}, but 
preserve it carefully in its jdoct, however rough and im- 
perfect, or however small the fragments. 

Fainter,—Preserve all remnants of ancient painting, but do 
ftot attempt their restoration unless under special direction* 
Smith.-—Preserve all remnants of metal-work in their 
places if possible; and never remove old saddle-bars or

stanchions from windows except under direct instructions 
from the architect. 

To Contractors and Workmen in Genera).—Never forget 
that the reparation of an ancient church, or other remnant 
of ancient architecture, however humble, is u work to be 
entered upon with totally different feelings from a new work, 
or from the repairs of n modern building. 

The object is not simply to put the work in good repair, 
but to preserve and perpetuate an authentic specimen of the 
ancient Arts of our country. Every ancient building bus 
historical value, and though you may feel that its state of 
repair would at first sight suggest its renewal, or that you 
could execute the work better anew, never forget that all its 
value is gone when its authenticity is destroyed ; and that 
your duty is not its mmcai Imt its procreation. 

Be careful, therefore, never lightly to condemn an ancient 
object as being too far gone to be preserved ; as every such 
work destroyed is a national loss.
